WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—(7) 
Battleships of the air with half- 
carload bomb capacity and° fly- 
ing range for a roun! trip to Eu- 
rope soon wil) be blasting Amer- 
ica’s enemies from the skies, Gen- 
eral Henry H. Arnold said today. 

The chief of the 
Forces, writing in “Army Ord- 
nance.” a magazine of the Army 
Ordnance Association, said new 
and revolutionary planes will be 
in use in the near future. 

Automatie fire contro! for nu- 
merous, powered gun turrets, sim- 
ilar in effect to the systems which 
lend deadly accuracy to ground 
and ship artillery, was another 
early development foreseen by the 
fiving general. 

General Arnold foresaw protec- 
tive and offensive cannon fire 
heavier than anything now flying 
for the new bombers.” 

“Will Dwarf Forts.” 

“The 37 millimeter cannon (now 
carried by some American planes) 
is by no means the end of .the 
trail.” he wrote. “Much addition- 
al work has been done on heavy 
equipment, and planes with sur- 
prising developments in heavy 
aircraft cannon will soon appear 
on the combat fronts.”

and fly home without stop. 

“The bombers’. skin will have 
numerous ‘blisters’ which in re- 
ality will be multiple-gun power 
turrets controllable from sighting 
stations Sights that compensate 
for almost every pessible error 
encountered in firing on a fast- 
moving aerial target will control 
the guns—a sight as revolutionary 
as our present bombsight. 

Plane Will Have ‘Eyes. 

“The plane will have ‘eyes’ that 
help guide it to its target, or warn 
and plot the course of interceptor 
aircraft. It will carry bombs of an 
entirely different design. It may 
mount heavy-caliber cannon of an 
entirely new principle of opera- 
tion.” 

Arnold added that within the 
near future the Air Forces would 
have new fighter plane types 
which “will have advanced almost 
beyond recognition in form and 
in the combat equipment they 
carry.”

Anglo-Soviet Parley 
Now Being Planned

An early British- ~American- Russian war conference was 


viewed as a virtual certainty 


after President Roosevelt announced yesterday that things 
were coming along pretty well in respect to a tripartite par- 
ley, and Prime Minister Churchill reported that such a meet- 


ing. was “most necessary and urgent.”, 
The American chief executive? 


told a press-radio conference that 
he did not know where a three- 
power conference might be held 
anc would not tell if he did. 

Asked whether he had “any in- 
formation that Stalin will attend,” 
the chief executive replied that 
things were coming along pretty 
well and that was all he could 
say. : te 
In London “groundwork” Gon- 
ferences already were under way. 

Ivan Maisky, former Soviet am- 
bassador to London and now vice 
commissar of foreign affairs, was 
reported to have placed before 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
yesterday a draft of Russia’s 
war and postwar aims, to deter- 
mine whether there is sufficient 
basis for a profitable “big three” 
get-together. 


Eden, it was. understood, then 
lconferred with United States Am- 
bassador John G. Winant to give 
him full details of the Soviet po- 
sition as outlined by Maisky for 
communication to Washington. 

Both Maisky and Winant also 
were to have been given first- 
hand reports on the decisions 
made at the Quebec conference, 
which Eden attended. 


There was a strong possibility 
that Eden, Winant and . Maisky 
would confer together during the 
next few days. 


It appeared obvious in London 
that if any indissoluble problems 
had been posed by Maisky yes- 
terday they would have been com- 
municated to Prime Minister 
Churchill in time for him to have 
changed his speech. 

It was reasoned that Churchill 
would not have said that it was 
“necessary and urgent that a con- 
ference between British, United 
States and Russian foreign minis- 
ters or their responsible repre- 
sentatives should be held” 
had known in advance that any 
major stumbling block had been 
placedi in the path of such a 
meeting. 


Furthermore, the feeling in of- 
ficial London quarters was mark- 
edly more optimistic over the pos- 
sibilities of a conference than be- 
fore Maisky’s arrival and Church- 
ill’s statement. 

Churchill obviously had refer- 
ence to a meeting of himself, 
President Rooseevit and Premier 
Joseph Stalin when he ‘said that 
it was possible for representatives 
of the three powers to “carry 
their discussions to a point where 
the heads of states and govern- 
ments may be able to intervene.” 

London circles reasoned also 
that knotty problems such as es- 
tablishment of the postwar border 
between Russia and Poland might 
be ironed out during the ground- 
work conferences.

Invasion Date 
Not Political, 
Churchill Says! 


QUEBEC, Aug. 31.—(#)—Prime 
Minister Churchill extended an in- 
vitation to Premier Marshal Stalin 
today to join in a conference with 
him and President Roosevelt, but 
he pointedly warned Russia on the 
matter of a cross-channel invasion 
that Allied plans for future attack 
would be governed by military 
considerations alone and not by, 
political . reasons. 

Obviously taking note of recur- 
rent discussions of. British-Ameri- 
can-Soviet co-operation, Church‘ll 
said in a radio address that it 
would be a great advantage to the 
entire free world if the three great 
Allies could reach “uhity of 
thought and decision upon practi- 
cal measures to the longer future 
as well as upon strategic prob- 
lems,” 

Signs of Victory. 

He pointed to repeated signs of 
victory that have accompanied the 
Allied cause in recent months, but 
warned that he regarded specula- 
tion “as to when the war will end, 
at this moment as vain and un- 
profitable.” 

In his speech, ringing with con- 
fidence concerning the war’s ulti- 
mate outcome, the British Prime 
Minister said he looked forward 
to the day when British and Amer- 
ican armies “will cross the Chan- 
nel in full force and come to close 
quarters with the German in- 
vaders.” 

He declared, however, in an ob- 
vious reference to “second front” 
agitation, that it will be because 
we are satisfied that there is a 
good prospect of continuing suc- 
cess and that our soldiers’ lives 
are expended in accordance with 
sound military plans and not 
squandered for political considera- 
tion of any kind.” — 

Need For Unity 

In a reference to the need for 
unity among Great Britain, the 
United States and Russia, Church- 
ill said that “it seems most neces- 
sary and urgent” that the foreign 
ministers or their representatives 
of the three great powers should 
meet “not merely to explore the 
various important questions con- 


ments for world security, but to 
carry their discussions to a point 
where the heads of states and gov- 
ernments may be able to inter- 
vene.’ 

He made it clear, also that the 
British and Americans would be 
glad to have the association. of 
Russian representatives in politi- 
cal discussions arising out of the 
victories gained by British-Ameri-

Clals are happy and proud.” . 

Frank Gross, president of the 


Ceorgia senate, and Roy V. Har- 


ris, speaker of the Georgia house 
of representatives, read the news 
with lively interest. They were 
in Raleigh trying to uncover ideas 
that might lead toward reform in 
Georgia’s prison system. 

They went on to the second 
paragraph: 

Pennant for Department. 

“The reason (for the happiness 
and pride) is the notification re- 
ceived by Warden Ralph McLean, 
of Central prison, that the state 
prison department soon ill re- 
ceive the War Production ard’s 
“N. 5S.” (national service) pen- 
nant. : 

And then— 

“WPB’s national service pen- 
nance is awarded for outstanding 
work in prison industries, voca- 
tional training and farm and can- 
ning programs.” ’ 

A half hour later, Gross and 
Harris were closeted with D. B. 
McCrary, chairman of the State 
Highway and Public Works Com- 
mission; Oscar Pitts, director of 
the. state’s prison. system, and H. 
H, Wilson, superintendent of in- 
dustries at the state prison. 

Visit Prisons. 

Then, throughout the day, Gross 
and tiartis were @ prisons 
and prison camps, noting the de- 
tails for themselves. 

The blow-by-blow contrast be- 
tween the North-Carolina and the 
Georgia prison methods they 
found startling. 

They also found a state prison 
built 64 years before Tattnall 
prison, much cleaner inside than 
Tattnali with no trace of that 
stifling prison odor. A prison that 
holds no promise of being devel- 
oped, as Tattnall has been de- 


veloped, into a housing unit for. 


cockroaches and innumerable oth- 
er vermin. 
Farms Producing. 

They found state prison farms 
where food actually is being pro- 
duced; pasturage where thou- 
sands of. prize Hereford cattle 
graze; pens where thousands of 
pigs and ‘hogs are developed into 
bacon and slices of ham to be 
served to the prisoners. , 

They found men operating*a 
paint factory, mixing the raw 
chemicals into paint to be used 
on state projects. 

They found men operating a 
state printing shop which pro- 
duces two-thirds of the state gov- 
ernment’s printing; men operat- 
ing shoe repair -factories; men 
making plugs of chewing tobacco 
and bags of smoking tobacco to 
be issued to the other prisoners. 

North Carolina, in addition to 
its central ison, its women’s 
prison and jis two immense prison 
farms, has 76 convict camps scat- 
tered over its_100 counties, but in 
these convict camps no flogging is 
allowed, the prisoners are fed 
well, and, as long as a prisoner 
behaves, 10 days are shaved off 
each month’s prison sentence. If, 
at the end of the year, the pris- 
oner has a good record, addi- 
tional days are cut from his sen- 
tence. 

In the prison camps, prisoners 
are fed meat every day in the 
week. All the other food is 
plentiful, with various vegetables 
and fruits.

Ridiculous, Silly. 

Terming the. rumor “ridiculous 
and silly,” Smith said last night 
that a constant check is kept on 
the condition of the water with 
examinations in the laboratory. 

In line with the idea that those 
spreading the rumor might have 
ulterior motives was the fact that 
some inquiring for information at 
The Constitution admitted strang- 
ers had telephoned them the 
rumor. Others, 
about where they heard the rumor, 
slammed down the receiver. 

Smith added that the water- 
works are guarded In the day by 
police and at night by members 
of the Georgia State Guard.

All the gains were made yes- 
terday but Premier Joseph Stalin, 
after announcing the capture of 
Taganrog, saved until today two 
more orders of the day to tell the 
world of the additional successes. 
They included the capture of 
Yelnya, 45 miles east of Smolensk, 
in a 35-mile drive up the rail line 
from Spas Demensk, and the cap- 
ture of Glukhov and Rylsk, 40 
miles inside the Ukrainian border 
from Sevsk. ° : 

Never before in this war have 
the Russians had victories 
prompting three such orders of the 
day in two days. 

Victories Summarized. 

Tonight’s daily communique, 
summarizing the victory an- 
nouncements, said that the break- 
through resulting in the fall of 
Yelnya was along a 30-mile front 
and carried 18 miles in the \finak 
drive, while the simultaneous ad- 
vance in the Sevsk area was along 
a 60-mile front, and ploughed 
through the Nazis’ north Ukraine 
defenses for 37 miles. 

Moscow dispatches said that the 
third drive,. sweeping on from 
Taganrog on the Sea of Azov.: had 
advanced more than half the way 
to Mariupol while Cossack horse- 
mer..and charging Soviet tanks 
methodically wiped out surround- 
e? remnants of the Nazi Tagan- 
rog garrison. 

Triumphant § salvos om. 124 
guns were fired twice ih Moscow 
on Stalin’s order to celebrate the 
capture of Yenya, Glukhov and 
Rylsk, 24 hours after they had 
boomed for Taganrog. 

In his order of the day to Gen- 
eral Vassilly. Sokolov Stalin 
called Yenya, on the way to the 
great German bastion of Smo-, 
lensk, “an operationally important 
large road junction and the most 
important center of resistance on 
the defenses in the Smolensk di- 
rection.”

Pravda Attacks 
Polish Plan for 


Confederation 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 

MOSCOW, Aug. 31. — (#)—A 
new appeal for an invasion of 
Western Europe and a protest 
against plans for a post war Con- 
federation of Eastern European 
states were published today by 
Pravda, official Communist Party 
newspaper, quoting Volna Polska, 
organ of the Free Polish move- 
ment issued in the Soviet Union. 

Reviewing the latest issue of 
the newspaper, Parvda said that 
it “reproaches Polish emigre cir- 
cles in London for having forgot- 
ten Polish national interests and 
for not urging a second front in 
Europe.” 

Pravda asserted that “the policy 
of some emigre circles in London 
is not directed toward -defense of 
the national interests of Poland. 
Frequently it goes in a diametri- 
cally opposite direction.” 

“This was the reaction of Volna 
Polska to statements made by the 
Polish press in London which 
raised the notorious question of 
‘confederation states situated be- 
tween the four seas, the Baltic, 
Black, Adriatic and Aegean,’” 
Pravda continued. “The news- 
paper gave a sharp rebuke to the 
chauvinistic plans of feudal reac- 
tiortary elements.” 

Pravda quoted Polish newspa- 
pers as asserting: 

“The question of a second front 
is no less if not more sighificant 
for us than for the people of the 
other occupied countries. 

“Every day of delay means 
death to hundreds and thousands 
of Poles and further devastation 
of our country. Since effective 
operations in the west are quite 
possible from the strategic point 
of view, the voices in defense of 
Polish national interests, the vital 
interests of our country ought to 
cry, ‘It is time to act. It is impos- 
sible to wait any longer.’” 


FDR Reassures 
Shackled Poles 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31-—-(4).— 
President Roosevelt today gave 
renewed assurances of “justice 
and liberation” to Europe’s subju- 
gated millions. 

He exchanged messages with 
Polish President Wladyslaw Rac- 
zkiewicz on the fourth anniver- 
sary of the German attack on 
Poland. 

Poland’s .“gallant and defiant 
stand” against the Nazi attack 
and her, people’s “continued re- 
sistance to their cruel oppressors 
are an inspiration to us all,” Pres- 
ident Roosevelt said, and will help 
to “assure victory.” 

The Polish president reaffirmed 
his country’s “’»lidarity with the 
great American democracy in de-

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Where Washington Lags 

Recent culmination of the conflict within 
the State Department, between Secretary Hull 
and Undersecretary Welles, which brought 
about the resignation of Welles from his post, 
focuses attention on the fact that the United 
States is lagging behind both Britain and Rus- 
sia in plans for peace-making and for meeting 
the post-war problems and conditions. 

This problem not only involves the entire 
subject of post-war policies and economics, but 
also comes under the official scope of various 
governmental agencies not subject to State 
Department. control. Among these are, for 
instance, lease-lend, the Office of Economic 
Warfare, the Lehman Relief and Rehabilitation 
organization and the Office of War Informa- 
tion. Each of'these act independently of the 
State Department, a situation which holds pos- 
_ gibilities of much confusion as succeeding ter- 
ritories are taken from under the Nazi yoke. 


Fortunately, in at least the first months of 
freedom for such lands, the Army will retain 
contrel; as it has in North Africa and Sicily. 
However, military control cannot continue 
indefinitely and it is imperative that a definite 
policy be worked out promptly and that the 
present divided authority be centered in one 
governmental branch. The State, Department 
is the logical office for such authority. It is 
stated by reliable Washington sources that it 
was Hull's insistence on such authority being 
placed in his hands that brought about the 
breach between him and Welles. 

Russia and Britain, through their govern- 
, ments, have progressed a long way in formu, 
lating their basic policies for the after-war 
problems in Europe. They have worked out 
fairly definite programs for their part in future 
international trade and in other basic factors 
‘which must be acknowledged if the coming 
military victory is to be followed by a success- 
ful peace. 

It is high time the American government 
followed the course thus laid out by its two 
chief allies. It is to be hoped that the pround- 
work for such a program was one of the so- 
far unreveale@ developments of the Quebec 
conference.

British War Produétion 
\ The British do not, understandably, give out 
actual figures on the extent of their produc- 
tion of the materiel of war. 


Hawever, Captain Oliver Lyttleton, minister 


of production, has stated that British air- 


craft production for the second quarter of 
1943 was 44 per cent greater than for the same 
period one year ago. Likewise the total output 
of all munitions made in Great Britain in- 
creased 25 per cent. 
Whatever the actual statistics may be, such 
an increase is little short of miraculous when 
it is recalled that one year ago Britain’s war 
factories were believed to be practically at the 
top limit of productivity. 
| Furthermore, Captain Lyttleton declared the 
combined war output of the United Nations is 
now three times that of the Axis and will be, 
b: 1944, four times as great. In such preponder- 
ance of equipment lies the blueprint of certain 
victory under conditions of modern warfare. 


The closing words of the Lyttleton report 
should be emphasized. Warning against any 
‘relaxation in the war effort due to complacency, 
the British minister said: “Germans are: not 
beaten yet. We have a lot of hard fighting 


still before us in Europe and when that is 


done, we shall have the Japs to beat.”

Even the rules of “Christian Manners and 
Civility,” as laid down in 1695 by St. John Bap- 
tist de la Salle, referred to it: “When exces- 
sive perspiration makes it needful to wipe the 
face, it ought to be done with a handkerchief, 
and not with the hand, except in case of ex- 
treme necessity.”

FRENCH COMMITTEE RECOGNITION ad YORK, Aug. 


— Concerning 
the diplomatic-recognition to be granted to the French Committee 
of National Liberation in Algiers, President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill have agreed on two formulas, one to be used by 
the United States and the other by the British and probably also 
by the dominions. , | 
-_ Thus the deed of recognition will be worded differently in the 
case of the United States. of England and of Russia, not to speak 
of the exiled governments which have already solved the problem 
for themselves. The number of thoS’e textual variations is even 
perhaps likely to increase when South American nations come in. 
In conformity to the example set by Mexico and Uruguay, some of 
them may wish to lay some special emphasis on their relations with 
the French, committee. | 

Does it mean that the agreement reached in Quebec about French 
Cer- 
tainly not. Notwithstanding all differences of form, a common 
attitude will be taken up. in Washington and in London. At the 
same time, behind official attitudes some divergences in tendencies 
and outlook may continue to be detected. 

Of the three great Allied powers, Russia comes nearest to giving 
the Algiers committee full status of provisional government. Alex- 
ander E. Bogomoloff, thé Russian ambassador to the exiled gOv- 
ernments in London, is expected to be in Algiers presently, being 
now in possession of the entrance permit which for military reasons 
had been withheld six weeks ago. 


BRITISH AGREEMENT The British government comes next. 


; According to the proposals. sub- 
mitted to Washigton on its behalf early last month, the task of the 
French committee, as London saw it, was to conduct the French 
war effort, to function as central administrative organ and to act 
provisionally as trustee of French ‘ terests. Besides, in the same 
document, limitations were set to the competence of the committee: 
it was forbidden to lay hands on the gold reserve of some $1,000.- 
000,000 now in Algiers, to divert the merchant shipping under the 
French flag from its mode of employment in the service of the 
United States. : 

Moreover, the committee was required to renew the arrange- 
ments made by the British government with fighting France on a 
whole range of items. And the right of the United Nations to use 
to the utmost French’ bases and lines of communications was dras- 
tically asserted. ’ 

Something which approximates the substance of those British 
proposals has survived the Roosevelt-Churchill deliberations in Hyde 
Park and Quebec—and the word “approximate” must be stressed. 
The outward expression has certainly been watered down in so far 
as it conferred on the‘gommittee the appearances of a fairly com- 
plete provisional government. And, of course, the American formula 
must be expected to savoKof the theory long entertained in Wash- 
ingion that the work to be\performed in Algiers must be mainly 
of a military character and \hat the men who claim to speak for 
the French nation today m\st, in some respects, remain local 


authorities. 
TWO PERTINENT QUESTIONS _It was on June 8 that Phil- 
lippe Baudet and Henri 
Hoppenot, the diplomatic representatives in Washington of the 
fighting French and of General Henri Giraud, respectively, notified 
the State Department that the committee of liberation had been 
formed, and expressed the hope that it should be held qualified 
“to organize the French war effort and to represent French in- 
terests.” Later on, when the armistice with Italy seemed on the 
verge of becoming a practical issue, the Algiers committee insisted, 
in communications to Washington and London, upon the French 
interests at stake—war prisoners and sequestered properties spe- 
cifically—and pressed for being given a voice in the matter. 

Before passing judgment on the Quebec agreement, the Algiers 
committee may want to see how it stands the acid test of the 
following questions: 

Will it be open to the committee to sign the pact of the United 
Nations and eventually to share jin international negotiations? On 
the day the Allied armies enter French metropolitan soil, will the 
committee of liberation or, in other terms, the elements which hold 
fast against Petain, Laval, the dictatorship and the policy of col- 
laboration, fill the principal part in the setting up of the provisional 
regime called upon to rule the country until general elections can

“Tired?” I asked. 

“Dead,” she said. 

“What did you do before this?” I asked. : 

I almost knew before she answered. She made three quick 
gestures of which, I am sure, she was not conscious.

Honor the Unsung Hero Whose 


Gallantry Attracted No-- 
body's Attention — 
’ By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Years ago America honored the Unknown Soldier and gave 
some unidentified boy a monument that has.become a national 
shrine. That was a just and decent thing to do. 

But now we owe another tribute, and we should pay it quickly. 
In some fitting way that will express the gratitude of the nation, 
we should honor the unrecognized and undecorated hero. 

A little story that came out of Sicily will show you what I mean. 

On a winding mountain road, our troops in jeeps and trucks 
were stopped by a German gun hidden on the opposite hillside. 
They could not advance till the gun was knocked out, and they. 
were armed only with rifles. 

‘The officer in charge gave a command, and men were soon 
crawling up the steep, rocky hiliside to find the big gun. They 
had a tough job.. There was no cover, and they were exposed to 
the fire of hidden riflemen. 

Meanwhile, a colonel came up the mountain road in a jeep te 
find out what was holding up the advance. He took in the situa- 
tion at a glance and ordered‘up a Long Tom. It came quickly—a 
big 155 on sa half-track—~and went into action the moment at 
stopped. It fired 10 shells—fast. That was enough. The German 
gun was knocked out; its ammunition dump exploded: survivors of 
the gun crew could be seen running for cover at the top of the hill. 

Our troops went up to investigate. ; 
the disabled gun they found one of our boys lying on his back. 
He was only a kid, and death made him look younger than his 18 
years. They cursed because it seemed unfair to kill a kid like that. 

Given one more miaute, the dead boy would have been a hero. 
He had gained the right position. He could have picked off the 
gun crew one at a time, or forced them to surrender. 

You can guess what would have followed—the citation, the 
medal, the prmotion, the newspaper stories. “Private Billy Brown 
captures big gun and crew single-handed.” But fate denied him 
that last minute. He was a:hero who didn’t quite bring it off. 

Yet he was as brave-and as daring and deserving as any of the 
young heroes who lived to get their medals and enjoy their well- 
earned fame. : 

‘There are thousands like him in all branches of the service— 
some who lived and some’ who.fell, some who brought it off and 
some who failed. But the heroism is not in achieving, but in daring 
to try, and it isn’t fair to bemedal one and ignore another who 
risked his life. with the same cool, unflinching courage. 
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spreading dust again!” |

“What qualifications do you 
want them to have?” asked All- 
man. 

“I want them to have two legs 
or crutches so they.can get around 
and I want them to be able to see, 
but I'll waive all else.” 

Overdrawn? Yes. But Allman, 
in telling of the conversation, said 
it pointed up the state’s acute 
shortage of teachers as the schools 
prepare to open for another year 

Feverish Quest. 

A feverish quest for teachers is 
ties that lack the financial 
sources to supplement 
state puts up for teachers’ 
aries. Allman said the ning 
of some schools, scheduled for ‘this 
week, had been postponed while 
the search went on for more 
teachers. 

He predicted, however, that 
none of the schools would be 
closed this year because of the 
shortage of qualified teachers. [n-

Why is 
it, then, that in a land where 
everybody proclaims his devotion 
to it, representative government 
is withering before our eyes? 

The bureaucrat is blamed for 
this. But he is not the cause. He 
is the effect. The seat of the 
trouble lies far deeper. 

Our whole political system is 
based on the principle of local 
self-government. But two forces 
have been destroying this prin- 
One is the demand of the 
people for the federal government 
‘to intervene in problems of every 


community and every class. The 
other is the ever-growing practice 
of passing all these problems on 
to the government in Washington. 


Impetus From Last War. 

The last war gave this a big 
push. The postwar dislocation 
hurried it. The great depression 
raised it to avalanche proportions. 
The present war is completing the 
job. Every town and state, every 
trade association and trade union, 
every class and group and des- 
perate minority brings its prob- 
lems to Washington: And Wash- 
ington is gladly accepting that re- 
sponsibility. 

But congress is made up solely 
of mere human beings. 
nature -has not endowed any 
group of human beings with the 
sweep and grasp of intelligence 
necessary to handle the multitude 
of federal and local problems 
dumped upon Washington. ~. 

Not being able to handle th 
impossible burden itself, congress 
ef necessity creates bureaus and 
passes on the overload to the 
bureaucrats. 

System Criticized. 


By bureaucrats I do not mean 
those government employes once 
called “civil servants” because 
they were employed to “serve” 
the government and execute the 
laws of congress. I refer to the 
bureau chief and his squadrons 
of counselors and economists and 
specialists. I am not criticizing 
them but the system. They is- 
sue what are called: “directives,” 
which actually have the force of 
law. One bureaucrat in the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion said recently: “We DO make 
the laws. This order SUPER- 


TO IT.” Actually the bulk of 
what in effect are our general 
laws are now being made not by 
congress but by bureaucracies. 

This is not a new thing. It was 
under way 30 years ago when I 
entered congress. I made a speech 
in the house warning of it in 1923 
and again in 1932. °I am not. dis- 
cussing the concentration of fed- 
eral power which has been made 
in order to fight the war. 

Natural Development. 

The present picture is merely 
the natural development of our 
policies over several decades. It 
ir a procedure as old as tyranny.

The fact that 
he does not have to face a constit- 
uency makes him irresponsible to 
the people in the performance of 
this, the highest function of sov- 
ereignty. x

I do not refer to war activities 
but to ordinary current govern- 
ment activities. The federal gov- 
ernment, long before the prepara- 
tion for this war, was mortgaging 
the taxpaying ability of future 
generations’ to. pay current ex- 
penses. The taxes to service these 
vast federal operations and pay 
the interest on the debt must 
come out of the same pockets 
from which the states and cities 
must collect their funds. The fed- 
eral government has first call on 
these funds. We are therefore 
moving rapidly toward a condi- 
tion where there will not be 
enough left to run the states. 
Nonuse Destructive. 


In weakening the states we 
weaken the whole fabric of free 
government. The inescapable price 
of free government is that we 
exercise it. The most destructive 
force in the world is nonuse. If 
we do not use our powers of self- 
government in the states we will 
awake: one day to find that self- 
government has passed .irrevoca- 
bly out of our hands. 

Government is exercised best in 
the local community. There the 
problems are perceived with 
greater clarity because they are 
close to the people and on a scale 
within their grasp. The self-reli- 
ance of the individual, town and 
state is being destroyed as they 
are being relieved of the neces- 
sity of governing themselves. 
When people stop thinking for 
themselves there is always some- 
one willing to step forward and 
do their thinking for them. 

Makeshift Remedies. 


What shall we do about it? 
Change bureaucrats? Consolidate 
bureaus? Abolish bureaus and 
turn the whole intolerable load 
back to congress? None of these 
makeshifts touches the real prob- 
lem. It is folly to talk about 
abolishing bureaus as long as we 
continue to: pile on the central 
government the problem of every 
state and town and social group 
in the nation. The men who are 
trying to drive us toward govern- 
ment by bureaucracy understand 
this. The chief adviser of the 
National Resources Planning 
Board, recently abolished by con- 
gress, prophesies crisply: 

“Congress will surrender to the 
administration the power to tax 
| congress will appropriate 
large sums of money; will surren- 
der its power of directing when 
and how the money will be spent. 

“Other extraordinary powers, 
such as to effect great social re- 
forms, will be delegated to the ad- 
ministration, which will retain

most, if not all, 
powers.” 

This is precisely the bureaucrat- 
ic control we will have if we per- 
sist in making Washington the 
guide, philosopher, big brother, 
supervisor and master of every 
activity within our borders. The 


remedy—and the only remedy—is 
to send all these nonfederal func- 
tions back where they belong: to 
the states and the local communi- 
ties, where they can be handled 
upon a scale within the compre- 
hension of the limited mind of 
man. | 

Strangely, those in Washington 
who fight for this new bureaucrat- 
ic central control call themselves 
progressives and those who oppose 
them are F anded as reactionaries 
Such is the power of labels’ We 
are grasping at ancient evils, and 
call them progress. 

This disease has been most dev- 
astating in Germany. In imperial 
Germany men already talked of 
the “tyranny of hureaucracy.” The 
republican government which suc- 
veeded the Kaiser greatly expand- 
ed it. It reached its full .flower 
under Hitler. Indeed, National] 
Gocialism may be. described as 
government by bureaucracy. If 
we think Hitler’s system is better 
than ours we should have the hon- 
esty to say so instead of copying 
while we denounce it.

Mailing Rules 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31—().— 
Expecting to handle more than 
10,000,000 Christmas packages for 
soldiers’ overseas, the army an- 
nounced its wrapping reguiations 
today and set a time limit for 
mailing. 

Only packages mailed between 
Sptember 15 and October 15 can 


be handled. Normai restrictions on 


overseas mailing—particularly the 
requirement ‘hat the package 
must have be n requested by the 
soldier—have been lifted for 
Christmas parcels. 
‘ More than 10 per cent of the 
gifts mailed last year were delay- 
ed because of faulty addresses. 
The addtess should include the 
soldier’s full rame, rank, Army 
seria] number, service organiza- 
tion and unit, Army: post office 
number, and port of embarkation 
postmaster, 
Gifts should be securely packed 
and wrapped, hut in such a man- 
ner as to permit ready inspec- 
tion—every packa must be 
opened, examined afd. rewrapped 
at the port of embarkation.

“I went to school at a little 
country school in Kent, ° 
made my debut in 1940... .”

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY—(By Wireless)—It isn’t cus- 
tomary for anybody as high as a corps commander to get too

Mr. Nash 
introduced me and then I thanked these hospitable people who have 
been so kind to our men stationed here for taking them into their 
homes and doing so much to make them feel at home. 


After a short broadcast, the press came for a brief interview. 
They were content with fewer questions than our press at home 
would be, which is very pleasant for a visitor who has as yet seen 
nothing and knows little of the country except from books. We 
drove to the station from the airport and along the way some people 
waved in friendly fashion as they paused to watch the cars go by. 
At the station a few people gathered round the train and I went 
to the door to say a word of greeting. A kindly-faced woman came 
over to shake hands and tell me she lived near one of our camps 
and liked our boys and saw a great deal of them.

CIFIC, Aug. 31.—(AP)—Ja ee plane losses during the last 
month in New Guinea and the Solomon Islands were brought 
to approximately 600 by the destruction of between 46 and 58 
in actions announcéd today in General Douglas MacArthur’s 


communique. 


A 114-ton raid on Wewak, New 
Guina, on Sunday added at least 
37, and possibly 49, to the total 
of more than 300 destroyed there 
since the first big attack on Au- 
gust 17. 

Other Japanese losses reported 
today included eight at the Ka- 
hiki airdrome in the northern Sol- 
omons and one in Dutch New 
Guinea. 

These latest air vietories boost- 
ed the total in New Guinea dur- 
ing the mofth to at least 381 and 
in the Solomons to a minimum to 
208. These figures do not include 
enemy planes listed as probably - 
destroyed. 

Today’s communique reported 
that strong enemy counterattacks 
had been repulsed on the Sala- 
maua air base on the northeastern 
coast of New Guinea. 

A spokesman for General Mac- 
Arthur disclosed that Allied 
troops now hold ridge positions 
above as well as below Salamaua. 
The counterattacks were made on 
the new positions on Kila ridge 
above «the airdrome. Previous 
fighting had been below the air- 
strip where jungle fighters had 
approached the southwestern edge 
of the field. 

A Catalina plane on night pa- 
trol made a direct hit with a 500- 
pound bomb on a Japanese cruis- 
er in the vicinity of Kavieng, New 
Ireland, northeast of the New 
Guinea battlefront.

The surplus has been earmarked 
for the following purposes, the 
audit showed: allotment to 
branches of the University System 
for maintenance, $8,148; allotment 
for building and equipment, $28,- 
545: for future operations of the 
central office of the regents, 
$548: for future operations of the 
supervising engineer's office, $493: 
for future operations of the soil 
conservation committee, $1,810, 
'and for resurvey of the Univer- 
sity System, $2,258. 

Activity costs of the regents 
' showed a reduction in al! instances 
except construction costs, the au- 
ditor said. The construction costs 
amounted to $72,394 this year, as 
compared with $53,589 last year— 
but were much smaller than the

“Greek sailors who fled their 
country and are now fighting in 
Allied fleets tell us that there is 
much suffering in Greece,’ the 
bishop said. “They say, however, 
that the people are bearing up 
well. confident thet they soon will 
he freed.” 

Greek-Americans are 
many ships of food and 
supplies to their relatives 
friends in Greece, Bishop 
yoides said. 

The bishop came to the United | 
States in 1920 and completed his 
gpm at New York University. 
He was in Greece in July, 1939, 
but left before the outbreak of 
the war.
